SCHROER IN GOAL FRAUD? 


CITY SEALER QUINN HAS HIM 
TAKEN AS BARTON’S PARTNER. 


Three Charges, Including That of Ob- 


taining Money by a Confidence | 


Game, Against a Man Given a Good 


Standing by a Comercial Agency— 


Said to Be Worth $100,000—Manager 
of the Pardee Company Held Under 
$40,000 Bail. | 


Conrad EB. Schroer, who was an occupant | 


of the offices of the Pardee Coal and Iron 
company, and who was generally known as 
the partner of Henry L. Barton, its Presi- 
dent, now under arrest, was arrested last 
night by Detective Sergeant Griffin of the 
Central Station, charged with complicity in 
Barton’s alleged short. weight schemes. 
Many efforts to locate the man proved un- 
availing until he was discovered finally in 
his office, 317 Commercial National Bank 
Building. The two warrants in the posses- 
sion of Detective Griffin were read to 
Schroer, who accompanied the policemen 
without protest. He is locked up at Harri- 
son Street Station. ‘ 

The three specific charges under 
Schroer was arrested are the following: 

Illegally assuming a ee name to do 


Street Station, under bonds of $40,000. Since 
his arrest his office has been visited by many 
patrons clamoring for satisfaction. 

Ten warrants had been sworn out for the 
arrest of Schroer, who, City Sealer Quinn 
asserts, has been an active participant in 
the dealings tbat have resulted thus far in 
the arrest of five men. It is claimed that 
Schroer bears an excellent business repu- 
tation, and a copy of a mercantile agency 
report of his standing is now in the posses- 
sion of the City Sealer. | 

The report concludes that Schroer is 48 
years old, married, bears an excellent busi- 
ness reputation, and in the opinion of the 
authorities is thoroughly reliable. His net 
wealth is placed at $100,000. 

The office in which Mr. Scroer was arrest- 
ed, though rented by him, does not bear his 
name on the door. 

Barton has been unable to furnish the 
eng bond fixed by Justice Martin yester- 

ay. 


Many Complain of Company. . 

Scores of laboring people and owners of 
flat buildings, and small business-men ap- 
pear to have been heavily swindled by the 
Pardee company. The down-town office of 
the company, room 312 at 59 Dearborn 
street, has been crowded with people who 
took advantage of the alleged rebate of- 
fered by Barton, the manager, and pur- 
chased from one to many tons of coal and 
paid cash for the full amount, requesting 
to have the coal delivered later. They ex- 
pected to force the manager to‘return all 
or part of the money, but thus far have 
failed to even locate Barton, who filed a 
petition in bankruptcy en Tuesday, which 
complicates matters. 

The hallway in front of Barton's office at 
312, 59 Dearborn street, was crowded yester- 
day by 100 or more people, who had received 
a postal ecard requesting them tocall. What 
was desired was not stated,mor was there a 


name signed to the card. ‘Those who re- 


ported expected to receive their money back, 
but the doors were nét opened. 

The City Sealer believes that enough evi- 
dence has been secured against Barton and 
his alleged confederates now to have the 
grand jury take action, and he will present 
the evidence before that body.

Attack on Peitang Forts. 

The allies found it necessary to bombard 
the Peitang forts, near Taku. The surrender 
of the forts. was demanded last Tuesday. 
The Chinese not complying, the allies opened 
a heavy fire on Thursday morning, kept it up 
for several hours, and then stopped to await 
the arrival of- reinforcements. They ex- 
pected them the rame night. A telegram 
from Berlin says that the Lokal Anszeiger’s 
Shanghai correspondent cables that the al- 
lies captured the Peitang and Lu Tai forts 
yesterday (Thursday) with great losses. 
This report has not been confirmed. 

A dispatch from Tien Tain, sent on Wednes- 
day, states that 2,600 Germans “left Tien 
Tsin today (Wednesday) to join a force form- 
ing in the neighborhood of Taku, already 
composed of 4,000 Russians, 1,500 Germans, 
and other foreign troops, the intention being 
to attack the Peitang forts tomorrow (Thurs- 
day) at daybreak.”’ | 

This dispatch indicates that the attack on 
the Peitang forts was a formidable affair, 
8,000 allied soldiers, principally Germans and 
‘Russians, participating. If the Berlin dis- 
patch is correct, the Chinese must have been 
in strong force. 


Describes Events in Pekin.

WILL ANSWER ALL AT ONCE. 


President McKinley Preparing Replies 
for All Proposals on the Chi- 
nese Crisis. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—The status 
of the Chinese situation at the close of the 
day. according to a high authority, is as fol- 
ows: 

There are now before the Department of 
State a number of notes awaiting answers. 
These include the German note concerning 
the surrender of Chinese ringleaders; fhe 
original Russian proposition for the with- 
drawal of troops from Pekin, which has not 
yet been acted upon as a finality; a memo- 
randum from the Russian government ask- 
ing @s to the purposes of this government; 
and a request by Prince Ching that [nstruc- 
tions be sent to Minister Conger to proceed 
with peace negotiations at once. In addition 
there is a verbal inquiry from the French 
government as to the program of the United 
States. 

These various communications have accu- 
mulated slowly, and an understanding has 
now been reached by the administration that 
there shall be a general clearance of the en- 
tire subject. This may be expected either 
late tomorrow or early the following day. 
It will clearly enunciate the program of the 
United States on the various questions pre- 


sented. 

There will be separate notes, according to 
the character of the communications ad- 
dressed to this government—that is, the re- 
cent German note will be answered by a note 
and the memorandum of inquiry from Rus- 
sia will be answered by a memorandum, 
while the French verbal inquiry will receive 
a verbal response. 

As to the contents of these several com- 
munications, the authorities are not willing 
to give any positive intimations, though as 
far as’ the German note is concerned the be- 
lief is almost general here that the response 
of our government will amount to a decilina- 
tion to .make the surrender of the offending 
Chinese a condition precedent to negotia- 
tions of any kind.

FRENCH ARMY CHEERS LOUBET 


‘President Reviews the Regiments Un- 
der the Tricolor and Is Received . 
with Znuthusiasm. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribuse by | 
Grace Cornesu. 

PARIS, Sept. 20.—President Loubet, ac- 
companied by Premier Waldeck-Rousseau 
and the members of the civil and military 
household, went from Rambouillet by spe- 
cial train today to attend the closing army 
maneuvers at Amilly, near Chartres. <A 
temporary platform. had been erected for 
the Chief Executive, and he was received 
with full military. honors. 

The great revicw began promptly at 9 
o'clock and was witnessed by an immense 
crowd. The spectacle was a magnificent 
one. On the reviewing stand the foreign off- 
cers enhanced the b.!lliancy of the scene. 
The greatest enthusiasm for President Lou- 
bet was shown in the ranks of the army, 
officers vying with men in cheering the Chief 
Executive. At the President’s request the 
Prefects and all the Mayors of the depart- 
ment were present on the reviewing stand 
to make the occasion significant of the union 
of the civil authorities of the republic with 

After the review the President went to the 
ch&tau dé Mainvillers, near Chartres, which 
had been placed at his disposal by the owner, 
Ferdinand Dogue, the dramatic author. 
Here President Loubet gave a luncheon to 
200 guests, including the Generals of the 
French army and the foreign officers pres- 
ent at the review.

TO MODIFY WARSHIP PLANS. 


Ventilation of Vessels by Electric Blow- 
ers Advocated as Better than 

Washington, D: C.; Sept. 20.—[Special. }— 
The Board of Inspection and Survey which 
examined the battleship Alabama has made 
a recommendation which may be adoptedin 
the designs of vessels of the same class 
hereafter built. The criticism is made that 
the ventilation of the new ship is less per- 
fect by reason of the operation of the blow- 
ers by steam than by electricity. The de- 
signs for the large vessels for which con- 
tracts will be shortly awarded contemplate 
the use of steam in driving the blowers, and 
this is considered a defect in the arrange- 
ment. The steam pipes materially add to 
the temperature of compartments below 
deck where it is desired to afford ventila- 


tion. | 

With electricity as the motive power of 
these blowers, the naval constructors point 
out there will be no generation of heat. The 
officers on board the Kentucky and Kear- 
‘parge, where the electric system is in use, 
are in favor of extending the method to 
| other ships. 

The Navy department has approved the 
changes recommended by the board on the 
Alabama and the alterations, mainly minor 
in character, and adding largely to the com- 
fort of the crew, will be made at once before 
the ship goes formally into commission. 

Consul Marshall Halstead writes from Bir- 


mingham: “The British Vice Consul at 
Leghorn reports that a syndicate, supported 
by a powerful bank, has recently secured the 


whole of the Veronese orris root crop and 
nine-tenths of that of Florence, and that 
the small quantity of Florence root still in 
the growers’ hands is being offered at enor- 
mous prices.”

Continu- 
ing, the Vice Consul says: 

“The syndicate itself still holds its 
etocks and apparently declines for the pres- 
ent to sell. Representatives of a large per- 
fume manufactory of Grasse recently en- 
deayored to obtain a small quantity, but 
without success. There are now, perhaps, 
not fifty tons In the whole of Leghorn. 
French manufacturers, however, appear to 
be well stocked and are suffering no present 
inconvenience, but the day will come when 
they cannot get en without orris root and 
they will have to pay heavily for it.

The Division street bridge was closed to 
vehicles a year ago. It was condemned as 
unsafe, and after more than nine months’ 
delay by the City Hall “ business administra- 
tion” it was torn down and a new bridge 
is now being bullt. 4 
The new structure and abutments are to 
cost $200,000. It may be done by April1, but 
it is just as possible from present appear- 
ances that another Indian summer may roll 
around before the new bridge is completed. 


Weed Street Bridge Useless. 

A half mile north of Division street bridge 
is the Weed street bridge. It has been out 
of order for a year, and since then no one has 
placed a foot on it. The City Hall is paying 
Peter Mazertowitch $60 a month to prevent 
people from walking across this bridge. 
The bridge will have to be torn down and a 
new one built in its place because its founda- 
tion timbers are rotten and it threatens to 
collapse any moment. Sixty dollarsa month 
is equal to $720 a year. This is the sum that 
$12,000 invested at 6 per cent would earn. 

The bridge question is a serious matter. 
Goose Island is occupied by @anneries, lum- 
ber yards, coal yards, factories, and eleva- 
tors. Millions of dollars are invested there 
and on the east side of the river in business 
enterprises. Yet every time a wagon is sent 
across the river from either side the drivers 
have to make a detour of a mile or more 
to make the trip. ‘This means much loss of 
time and money to the business interests. 
To the poor classes who live in that vicinity. 
the lack of bridges means hardships.

It is not known whether the Deerings con- 
template the manufacture of gas for their 
own use and that of their employés in the 
vicinity of the plant, or whether they intend 
to enter the field as a facior in the gas war, 
having a new process by which the cost of 
manufacture can be reduced. ° 

Officials of the Ogden company say that 
they know nothing of the intentions of the 
Acme company, and that it is not allied with 
their interests. They thought it nossible 
that the new company might be seeking a 
lease from the People’s company, as the 
Deering plant is in their territory. Refer- 
ring to the statement telegraphed from New 
York that representatives of the Ogden and 
People’s companies were engaged in a con- 
ference to settle all differences, Roger C. 
Sullivan, Secretary of the Ogden company, 
said yesterday: 

“ There is not a word of truth in the report 
that we are arranging a truce with the Peo- 
ple’s company.

Galveston, Tex., Sept. @.—This evening 
Mayor Jones proclaimed that martial law 
would cease at noon tomorrow and the 
civil authorities would assume direction of 
municipal affairs. This was ddne at the sug- 
gestion of General Scurry, who expressed 
the belief that conditions had reached such 
@ stagé that the civil authorities were able 
to cope with the situation. 

Labor in Galveston is ata premium. There 
is not an idle man in the city. Today orders 
Were issued to impress every abie-bodied 
man for street cleaning service. Over 500 
rhen were secured under this order, and to- 
day there are fully 2,000 men engaged in the 
work. Still this force is not sufficient and 
more men must be secured. é 

The work of removing the dead from the 
débris still continues. The prevailing method 
of disposition is cremation, and as each 
corpse is taker’ out it is thoroughly sat- 
urated with coal ofl and thrown into a blaz- 
ing fire. This plan of incineration has been 
entirely successful, and the bodies are quick- 
ly destroyed. Funeral pyres are biazing 
throughout the city, and in this way Gal-

Sanized before the law excluding their busi- 
hess from the mails was passed. 

The scheme referred to is that of the chain 
letter system. A firm sends out a book of 
@upons and the persons receiving the book 
&re to send each coupon to a different per- 
son. These return the coupon which they 
feceive with a certain amount of money and 
feceive some article of more or less value 
and also a coupon book. They in turn send 
out the coupons to their friends and the 
‘hain is continued indefinitely. When a 
certain number of each customer’s friends 
have réturned the coupons which he. sent 
em to the erm the customer receives a 


The postoffice authorities hold. this a vio- 
lation of the postal laws. Not only are the 
Soupons to be excitided from the mails, but 
all matter pertaining to the advertisement 
of such schemes is shut out. The depart- 
ment does not state whether the endless 
chain letter scheme for charitable purposes 
ls included under this ruling.

Drummond Castle stands about three miles 
southwest of Creif, and the castle gates are 
reached through grand old avenues, which 
are stated to be without equal in the United 
Kingdom. The oldest part of the castle dates 
from 1491, when it was built by the first Lord 
Drummond, a nobleman whose ancestors, 
descended from the ancient Kings of Hun- 
gary, came to Scotland with Prince Edward 
Atheling of England when they fied from the 
latter country after the death of King 
Harold and the battle of Hastings in 1066. 
In Cromwell's time Drummond Castle re- 
celved some rough treatment, being par- 
tially demolished by the Parliamentary 
troops. And again in 1688 the castle, which 
had been rebuilt, was partially demolished. 
In 1745 the Duchéss of Perth caused most 
of the walls of the castle to be razed to the 
a fortress for the Hanoverian troops.
